McAdoo wrote these words in December, 1920, 
the work of construction had already been 
accomplished, yet he now charges the de- 
structive deflation policy to Mr. Harding.

“Mr. Harding had been inaugurated and: new 
appointments could be made and confirmed 
fby the Senate. 

Incidentally it is appropriate to remark that 


Mr, McAdoo has not only given himself the lie — 


‘but -has virtually impeached ‘himself as a faith- 
ful public servant. He resigned his position 
as secretary of the treasury after having con- 
dueted the inflation policies of the Federal 
Reserve Board, and left the people at the 
mercy of his Denote successors, who, ac- 
cording to his own statement, brought indus- 
trial chaos and ruin. On the pretext that he 


needed to go out and make some money, he 
qyit the job at a criitcal moment. 


His selfishness then and his duplicity now

MAKE NATURE SERVE HIS NEEDS 
To appreciate the possibilities of the many 
activities that will focus in this building, and 
to.realize their significance to human progress, 
we must briefly survey the wide field of.

image has been distorted into a fearful shape ; 


of pestilence and fire. And, unfortunately, 
there are others, from the inquisitors who 
burned Giordano Bruno and imprisoned Gali- 
leo to their modern counterparts, who regard 
science as the enemy of their particular 
creeds, and who would penalize the teacher 
of evolution and the student of the origin of 
man, 

But whatever be one’s view-point, he must 
be blind indeed if he fails to recognize the 
services of science to civilization. Man was 
once in abject fear of nature, and in his 
superstitious ignorance defied the wind and 
the thunder, and peopled the air with evil 
spirits, whom he propriated by sacrifice. To- 
day, taught by science, he anglyzes the light- 
ning, traces its origin in the raindrops, and 
utilizes essences in the industrial arts. He 
navigates’ the air in the face of furious 
gales, and dissipates its dread mysteries by 
the light of new knowledge. Instead of fear- 
ing nature he now subdues her to serve his 
needs.—From ‘‘A National Foeus of Science 
and Research,’’ by George Bee Hale, in 
the November Scribner’s.

- They object 
to sermons or tracts in the form of stage 
speeches. 

To these Gbientors. it is “‘replicd that from 
earliest history the stage has been used as a 
means of putting before the pe ple varying 
shades of opinion on all possible subjects. To 
some Critics all plays 3 are propaganda. 

It may be doubted whether the value of all 
sorts of propaganda is not vastly overesti- 
mated, and it is probable that the net re- 
sult of most polemies, either in literature or 
on the stage, is trifling. If a case is made 
out for one side of an important issue, an 
advocate of the opposite , side appeals just 
as strongly as for his view, leaving the per- 
plexed‘ public undecided. Among the new plays 
that seem to have been written with a desire 
to” influence public opinion thére are: ‘‘So 
This Is London,’’ aimed to promote iterna- 
tional good will by showing the mutual mis- 
understandings of Britons and Americans; 
“The Old Soak,”’ evidently written to take 
advantage of the hostility in some quarters to 


‘the prohibition law; ‘‘Loyalties,’? in which 


racial prejudices are discussed, and ‘‘Fools 
Errant,’’ a play of more than average distince- 
tion ‘expounding wholesome teachings of so- 


_ cial helpfulness that if genetally accepted 


would do more for the public welfare than 
all the pamphleteering of the so-called ‘‘ Amer- 
icanization’’ societies. 

With the possible exception of his last 
play, however, it is permissible to believe that 
none of those.xeferred..to. will make any con- 
verts to their authors’ views.
